Suggestions for Using 


BULLETIN LINERS 


A monthly feature of THe INTER- 
PRETER is a column entitled “Bulletin 
Liners” which usually appears on page 
2. What is the purpose of these items 
and how may they be used to advan- 
tage by churches and individuals? 


“Bulletin Liners” are written by the 
Rev. Ray F. Magnuson, a retired 
United Methodist minister who resides 
in Santa Rosa, Calif. 


The “Liners” are seed thoughts de- 
signed to catch the attention of readers 
and suggest additional lines of thought 
and action. 

Just as Solomon probably had a lot 
of help in writing the Book of Proverbs, 
Dr. Magnuson would be the first to 
explain that his “Bulletin Liners” are 
gleaned from many sources. 

The sayings of Jesus are like cockle- 
burs that stick in the mind. The edi- 
tors hope that “Bulletin Liners” with 
their capsulized Christian truths will 
stick in the mind of the reader. 

Here are some suggestions for using 
“Bulletin Liners”: 
¢ The “Liners” are written for the per- 
sonal enrichment of anyone who reads 
them. Sometimes one idea will sug- 
gest a sermon or a point for a sermon. 
“Liners” also may ignite a flow of other 
creative ideas for laymen. 

e Items may be reproduced in the 
regular Sunday bulletin, in the weekly 
or monthly church newsletter, and in 
other publications of a local church. 
Some of the shorter items may be used 
on bulletin boards. 

e “Liners” may be used for individual 
and group devotions. 

“Bulletin Liners” belong to the 
churches. You will think of other ways 
to use them in your community. No 
credit needs to be given for the mate- 
rial. Items may be revised and edited. 
If they stimulate someone to additional 
writing, thinking, and action along 
Christian lines, then they have served 
a useful purpose. 

Many groups are clamoring for time 
and attention today. If churches can 
get across a few “mini-sermons” 
through “Bulletin Liners,” they will 
have made a valuable contribution to 
lives of individuals and the church 
itself. 

Now that you are thinking about 
“Bulletin Liners,” why not turn to page 
1 in this issue to see how you can put 
them to good use in your life and the 
life of your church?
